I cannot but admire the Wiſdom and renowned bravery of our 
undaunted Heroes the Biſhops, who, in the mid(t of the impertuous 
ſtorms of thoſe licencious Times, oppos'd the Buckler of our Laws to 
thenew and unexampl'd enterprize. They did maintain - (not with- 
out the concurrence of an Almighty Power) our Religion and Civil 
Rights apainſt the Stratapgems and 'brisk Aſfaults of daring Enemies. 
Nor did they faintly repel the Force; but when they received the 
expreſs Command of a Potent King to be as baſe as other Men they

In this confidence.I preſume that, the Addreſs, Subfcribed by our 
laſt Grand-jwry, - may be, worthy of it's ſhort vindication, becauſc it 
fpeaks in Favour of the yery ſame Men who could never trifle with 
Earthly Princes : they are thoſe -Reyerend Perſons who. firit raught. us 
to Petition after a-juſt and Honprable way, ,and by their Prayers and 
Tears prontoted-a ſycceſfiful.; Addreſs: to the Court of Heaven. _. 
'The Crimewith-which they now. ſtand-charg'd, de's.not confiſt in 
groſs Immoralfics, :nor.is their ſuſpenſions{as'l, havealready diſcover'd) 
for:any:baſe camplyance with the noted. miſcarriages of the late Go- 
yergatent, but it; pragceds from their refulal,ta {wear za a certain, ſer- 
tled Form of Words te the preſent,under., whichi notwithltanding they 
coHeavor! ts;live! gatformable.

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Althd this PraQtice be not agreeable to carnal Policy which ferves 
as a Weather-cock to all Changes, yet in Matters of folemn Moment 
all haſty and ſudden Complyances are by the Rulesof trite Ethicks 
ſtritly condemned : for as we ought tochain the means and the end 
together, ſo muſt we never disjoyn the Utile and the Bowum, And 
therefore Prudence (which, being an intellectual Vertue, is by Ari/torle 
defined to be an habit of right Reaſon) doth conſult not only of the 
Univerſal Precepts and Laws of Life, which are more certain then 
to require much deliberate Study ; but deſcending (and that more 
properly) to particular Actions, and to their various Circumſtances 
from which the Regularity and depravity of thoſe Actions depend,ſhe 
brings them up the Tauch-ſtone of Reaſon and Vertue : And having 
taken Counſel by a diligent preparation of Mind, ſhe then makes her 
choice, and adheres to that which is beſt, Now; as a deliberation 
cannot be perform?d without freedom of Spirit, fo neither - can there 
be a good EleQion, where the Office of deliberation is not fully de- 
termined. For Conſcience (which with reſpeCt to the knowledge of 
Right and of Fact is a conjunct Science) muſt give its concurrens 
Vote in all-Matters of Practice, or elfe the Conſultation is frivolous 
and irregular or rather no Conſultation at all, and therefore if the 
Mind doth ſtill ftrive with Intricacies, and cannot be certain of the 
probability or rather the neceſſity of Right, it will never admit the 
neceflity of Fad, be the temptations otherwiſe never {ſo powerful. So 
that as Prudence doth attempt nothing of importance which hath not 
an apparent Profit:annex*d to' it, ſo doth-ſhe eſteem that, alone ' to be 
profitable, which is alſo good. The Wiſdom of the beſt- Stateſmen 
has ſtill entertained this Moral Doctrine for a juſt Principle, . and cer- 
tainly it doth afford the beſt interpretation to that memorable Ex- 
preſſion of Ulpianns, which he deliver'd as a great Law of Politics ta 
the Romans: In Rebus novs conflituends evidens utilitas eſe debet, ne rece- 
datur ab 'eo quod diu aquum viſum.eſt, and I cannot bur ;believe it was 
alſo introductive as of the late Practices, ſo of the preſent Sentiments 
of the Biſhops ; who are not govern'd by a Peeviſh or Superci- 
lious humor, but mourn in Spirit for the Miſeries of the Proteſtant 
Church and pray for the Proſperity of the Engliſh Canaan, tho, like 
Moſes, they are not permitted to enjoy an Inheritance in ir. . This 


which ſome call Obſtinacy, Pride and Prejudice (the three grand 


Enemies of prudential deliberations) will appear, as I hope, no ſuch 
C | dangerous 
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dangerous and wicked temper, when we have modeſtly conſidered 


it, and charitably interpreted it. 
I am confident the World need not be advertis'd under what 


a dreadful Hurricane our Nution hath lately laboured. I ſhall 
not make a ſorrowful reſearch after a like Example into the 
Confuſions of former Centuries, whea the Pagan or Popiſh Religion 
did bare a Regency in the Land. It is molt certain we have had 
nothing thar Challenges the Afﬀenity of an exat Paral- 
lel ro thoſe 'Troubles fince our Blefſed Reformation : . Our Bi- 
ſhops therefore who are profeſledly ſtudious, -as of the Peace, fo 
of the Glory of that Eſtabliſhment, were loath immediately to 
admit the ſharp and extreme Remedies which were recommended 
to.them as neceſſary for their own Securitics, Many others, and 
among them not a few who Flatterd and Addreſt the Abdicated 
Monarch into his Ruine, did rejoyce and triumph in the AMiRi- 
ons of that calamicous Prince ; but our Prelates ſcorn'd ſuch an 
Unchriſtian Revenge ; for, if in the Council of Arles under Leo the 
Firſt it was condemned for an hearheniſh Barbarity ro uſe Mirth in 
the Houſe of Mourning; and to ſport in the view of the melancholy 
Incentives ; how could -our Holy Primate and his Brethren be ſuppos'd 
to Laugh and Sing in the Agony of our Church and State? as Same! 
mourned for Saul's Abje&tion, ſo did they lament thelate Kings Miſery, 
and forgot his rigid Severities exerciſed on them. 'T'hey have in the 
preat pangs of Spirit, and inthe anguiſh of their Soul ofren wept for 
their avowed Enemy, and endeavoured" with - their holy Tears, like 
the Sovereign Baltn Tree, to cure his Wounds who cut and mangled 
theni. In ſhort they were Biſhops of the beſt reform'd Church, and 
were ' cautious how they intermedled in tumult and ſecular T'ra- 
edy, 
: | And arethey'not now of thelike unſpotted Fame for their quiet re- 
fignation and peactable deport under the preſent Settlement ? Arg they 
not Sacred in their Majeſties Regitfter, belov'd and pittyed by Men 
of. exact Piety, and highly admired by their greateſt Enemies ? Let 
ts not then furiouſly purſue them, - nor deride the loſs of their former 
Stations ; for th6, during their preſent Eclypſe, they are not crowned 
with the brighteſt Beams; yer, like the languiſhing Acolampadins, 
they clap their hands on their Breaſts, 'and fay, hic ſat lucis, hic 


Jat radiorum, To conclude; let them be accounted worthy of the

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beſt uſage now, who were ſo: unworthy of the harſh Treatment in 
che laſt Reign, we well remember how religiouſly they then con- 
form'd to the diCtates of their Conſciences, and we are bound in- 
Charity to believe they are not at this time direfted by a diffe- 
rent Rule. | | 

The Obligations of Oaths (and particularly thoſe in which the Go» 
vernment doth concern its own immediate Intereſt and Security) hath 
been in all Nations attended with Veneration and Refſpe&t. The 
Romans tiled it their Sacrament, the violation of which drew 
after ir ſuch a dreadful Chain of Infamy, that exceeded the 
moſt heavy Penalties, Hrerocles, ſpeaking as from the Chair of Pytha- 
goras, pronounces, that a great part of Religious Worſhip is contain'd 
in it ; and does plainly affirm, that the unſtable or timorous oughe 
not to engage in the Solemnity of ſo Sacred an At. Philo Fudews 
doth admoniſh every one to whom an Oath is propos'd, that he care- 
fully conſider all Circumſtances, and whether he hath a right Notion 
of what he is doing, otherwiſe, faith he, the great God is blaſphemed. 
The Books of Chriſtians (and ſurely the Biſhops have carefully peruſed 
them) are full-of the ſame DoArine : for they tell us, that, to avoid 
all Abuſes in this Holy Service, we ought to take Three Companions 
with us, viz. Truth, Juſtice and Judgment: ſo that we muſt noe 
oblige cur ſelves toa thing we know is falſe or evil in its Nature, nor 
to that of which we entertain a dubious thetght, nor to what is un- 
worthy the Majeſty of the Holy God into whoſe more eſpecial pre» 
ſence we do approach. | 

No Perſon, who hath ever treated of the nature of Oaths and 


' their Obligation, doth'orr any account adviſe or allow the engaging 


in an Oath, which. doth raiſe an unanſwerable ſcruple in the Mind, 
and to which a Man thinks he cannot be exa&tly conformable without 
hazarding his Salvation. Conſcience is a Mark beyond the ſtretch of 
Human Power, and: bares a Sovereign Authority above the Arreſts of 
Parliaments, and the Edicts of Princes : Nec per Senatum, ſaith La&an- 
rius, nec per populum ſolvi hac lege poſſumns. On this account all Earthly 
Potentates are excuſed their Exerciſe of Juriſdition, the King of 
Kings having by his Apoſtle publiſhed as the Statute Law of Heaven, 
that whatſoever is not of Faith is Sin. Nor do I think thatany Mo- 
narch can be ſecure in the Fidelity of thoſe Perfons, who have firſt 
broken their Allegiance with their God : {ſince therefore the Suſpended

Biſhops are not yet ſatisfied in the perplexiry of their doubt, which ſo 
much affe&s them, I ſuppoſe that for this Reaſon they refuſe to 
Swear. | 

- But truly when I conſider the juſt Merit of theſe Prelates, with 
the divine Spirit that reigns in their Breaſts, and the memorable Exe 
perience we have had of their former Gallantry ; 1 humbly conceive 
(withour any violence to the Rules of common Reaſon, Religion and 
Policy, or derogation from the Sacred Proceedings of the two honour- 
able Houſes of "A_ that their Parol of Honor to conform 
with Obedience to the preſent Government {which they are ſtudiouſly 
enclind to do) might have been at firlt accepted by the Legiſlative 
Power as 4 ſufficient 'T'ye upon them without any more ſolemn Obli- 

ation. 

x We have Caſes even in Pagan ſtory which favor the Merit of 
Vertwe; for the Epbeſian Judges, in conſideration of the {incerity of 
Hermodorus, would not for a time permit him to give teſtimony (nor 
be otherwiſed obliged) by Oath. And Cicero in his Oration for Corne- 
lius Balbus reports of an honeſt Athenian,how that when he approach'd 
to the Altars on the like performance, the great Council did recl.e- 
mare, and would not ſuffer him to be ſworn, of whoſe Faith and 
Veracity the Gods and Men were ſo fully perſwaded. | 

Nor are the Archives of our Senate deſtitute-of Examples, which, 
being nearer ally'd to our Caſe, are beyond Exception, Among theſe 
{that I may omit the diſpenſation which was lately afforded to the 
Quakers) we have a proper inſtance in the Reign of the laſt King 
Charles, when, notwithſtanding all the Teſts, Oaths, and declaratory 
Proviſions which were in true Prudence enjoyn'd, in order to our Se- 
curity againſt the encroachments of the Court of Rome, and the de- 
Ggn of her buſie Emiſlaries, Mr. John Huddleſton, tor one approved 
act of Loyalty, was excuſed the Obligation, and diſcharg'd the Pe- 
nalties of the Statute. a, 

And therefore ſince in-this-- World there is no exact perfection in 
the greateſl Councils (the moſt important Aﬀairs of State being 
ſometimes perform'd in ſuch Rapid and Critical hate.that "tis impoſſi- 
ble-to conſult every particular Circumſtance) we readily acknowledge 
that if the Convention had among their many other ſerious and ma- 
ture Performances copyed out any thing in favour to the Biſhops,

* to Grant to all his Subjects (except ſuch as 1nchis Princely. Wiſdom 
he ſhould diſtinguiſh from the reſt) his Gracious Pardon : And we 
* humbly prayed, that the like favour mighe -be extended to our 


© Pjous Biſhops particularly our Dioceſan, that the incapacity - they 
, © were then;under by'nor taking the Oaths, might no longer difable 


* them from ſerving Their Majeſties in their ſeveral Provinces. 

It contain'd great deference to the Kings Royal Perſon, Charity to 
the diſtrefled, Malice againſt none ; much leſs can ir be arraign'd as 
a breach of the Law, or deſerve the Character, that ſome. hot Spirits - 
have xd upon it, as the produCt of a Papiſtical - and faQious Zeal. 
In the diſcovery of this Truth, I.do appeal from the lofty 'Tribunal 
of our raſh Criticks, and beſpeak the ſober Judgment of the honeſt 
and impartial Reader. | 

We therefore in the firſt-place own, that we gave the public teſti- 
mony of our Thanks to the King, for his ſupport of that Religion, 
in the defence of which Crammer, and the other mitred Martyrs ipent 
their precious Blood: to which a Virgia Queen was ſolemnly eſpouled, 


and of which our Suftering Biſhops have. made a good Confeſſion. 


Sure 1 am, the Church of Rome hath the only .cauſe to. be ſenſibly 


rouch'd and tormented at this Refle&tion ; nor can-l judge but that the - 
moderate . 
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moderate Diſſenters do, in ſome meaſure, congratulate with us : For 
though many of our home-bred Phariſees did (tifly preſume, that af- 
ter the Ruine of our Eſtabliſhment, they ſhould flouriſh under the 
Popes Iafluence, and gain ſtrange Advantages to the Proteſtant 
Faith from their new Patron ; yet their golden Hopes had put a no- 
torious Cheat upon them. Thoſe Temporizers would have obtained 
no better Lot, than what befel the crooked Camel in the Fable, who, 
/ being Heavens Favorite, petitioned the Gods for Horns; but Fupiter 
deriding his Pretence, croped his Ears, and made him ever after bare 
the Mark of his Preſumption in a ſanCtified Dreſs. 'The Moral is 
obvious, and needs no Explanation, | 
We thought it alſo not unbecoming the Exercife of our Duty, to 
thank his Majeſty for a Pardon he delign'd his SubjeQts ; yea, we did 
not exclude the trimming Lartitudinarians of the laſt Reign ; for we 
ſuppoſe their Conſciences have ſuthciently chaſtiſed their evil Extrava- 
gance. Neither did we except againft the other violent and brutiſh 
Addreſfors, from whom King. Fames' received the like Homage, 
which was paid to Mercury by the Heathen Sleepers, viz. a Sacrifice 
of the Tongues of Beaſts. We inſulted no FaCtion ; but calmly 
conſidered the Favor of our Prince ; and ſince an Amneſty was fo ſea- 
ſonably tender'd by him, we conceiv'd it would not have been conſtru- 
ed in a vile Senſe, to deſire his Majefty to include our Dioceſan in 
the ſame Grace, and to render ſome of the beſt Men in the World 
capable of his Service. | | 
But inthe Progreſs I now take, I muſt be fo juſt, as to ſatishie the 
moſt plaufible ObjeCtion that thwarts our Proceeding. Our Adverſa- 
ries contend, that for as much as our Caſe was already concluded by 
a politive Law (a Statute having paſt a legal Diſability and Suſpenſion 
upon the Biſhops) the =_ muſt not be perſwaded to break through 
the Obligation of an At of Parliament,” the Conſequence of which 
would be deſtructive of our Liberties, and again exalt the exploded 
Idol of Arbitrary Power. To this ſpecious Offer, we anſwer in the 
following Terms. | 
Firſt, We do obſerve, that our Addreſs was penned in the Seffion of 
Parliament, and therefore it cannot with reaſon be ſuppoſed we would 
incur the Diſpleaſure of that Auguſt Body. JO 
In the next Place it is apparent, that we defign'd to thank his Ma- 
jeſty for no other Pardon, than whar he himſelf intended and yn 
kÞ n 
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And was it not propoſed by him to the two Houſes, with an Aſſu- 
rance they would paſs it, and that ic ſhould derive a juſt Solemnity 
from their Conſent ? Oa this Account. our Addreſs: was the irreprova- 
ble Witneſs of our Sincerity ; for after the King had diſcovered his 
gracious Intentions to them, we paid our Tribute of Gratitude to the 
Royal Favor, and deſired him to extend the common Priviledge of his 
Mercy to our pious (though ſuffering) Biſhops. Certainly it this be 
Criminal, or deſtrudtive ether of Gods Honor, or the Liberties of 
Human Society, there is: neither Juſtice on Earth, nor Truth in Hea- 
ven ; for Vertue and Vice have loſt their Names. 

If our Adverfaries are not yer fatisfied, but in the Burthen of their 
irreconcileable Animoſity againſt our Prelates, flill fay (as I have ot- 
ren heard them maintain) that it would haye been more agreeable ro 
the Uſage of Parliament, if one or both the Houſes had firſt prepar'd 
and patled a Bill in Favor of the Biſhops, than that ſuch an important 
Repeal ſhould begin with his Majeſty, and deſcend to their Confidera- 
tion, as from the Authority and Force of his Will, and that there- 
fore our Addreſs ought rather .to have been dedicated either to the 
Lords or Commons, than to the King. I muſt take the Liberty to 
aſſure the Managers of this bold, but impertinent Cavil, that they 
fail not of. their uſual Levity, diſcovering as their groſs Ignorance in 
the Cuſtoms- of our Nation, which entitle the King to be.the Foun- 
tain of all Acts of Grace, ſo likewiſe their profound ReſpeCts to his 


| Majeſty ; for by the Conſequence of their Words, they declare that 


the Duty and Intercourſe: between the Prince and People ought not 
to be reciprocal. I need not tell them that neither of thoſe honorable 
Houſes had at that time given us the Cauſe {I ſpeak with reſpect to 


the firſt Diſparch and Draught of the general Pardon) to return them - 


thofe peculiar Thanks which made up the principal Frame of our 


Application to the King, and that for this Reaſon they could not be. 


the ſutable- and adequate ObjeCt of our :Addrefs ; but I anſwer, that 
we addrefled his Majeſty in Parliament, becauſe he there challenges 


a ſupereminent Power; and therefore, if during the Seſſion, it is per- . 
mitted to any private Perſon 'to petition either the Lords or Commons + 


for a particular Redreſs; ſhall ir be. accounted heynous, that the 
Grand-jury, who repreſented the Body of the County, and faithfully 


delivered the trus Senſe and Defire of their Vicinage, ſhould make - 


their humble Approaches to the King, who is the Sovereign Head, 


and Ka 


- 
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and ſupream Intendant of our Parliament ? This is in effedt to declare 
that his Majeſty hath a Chair of State placed in the Houſe, on no 
other account, than that he may be curtail'd in Stature, and appear 
leſs conſiderable than his many Servants who attend him. 

Should any Dyet or Parliament in Chriſtendom purſue the Lati- 
wde of this Doctrine, and therefore refuſe to attend a moſt Religi- 
ous and Solemn Enterprize, becauſe the Prince doth firſt propoſe it 
to them ; they- would be juſtly cenſured very poſitive and ſupercilious 
in their Determinations. Examples of that Nature are very rare in 
well-difciplin'd Common-wealths, and I know -but one that doth 

| exactly ſquare tothe Proceeding, and this is related by 
* Euſcb, Hiſ- * Euſebius, out of an ancient Father of the Church, 
or. Eccles. I. and was a ſtrange Violence againſt the ſtanding Law 
Py of Moderation in great Councils, the Story in ſhort is 
ro this effe&. . 
| After our Saviours Manifeſtation among the Sons of Men, to 
whom, by the exemplary Condu&t of his triumphant Reſurre&tion 
from the Dead, he gave the moſt undeniable Proofs of his Divinity - 
Tiberius, in whoſe Time the Chriſtian Name made its entry into the 
World, communicated to the Senate an Account he had received out 
of Syria Paleſtine of this great Aﬀair ; and having given his own Suf- 
frage to Chriſt's Divinity, he defired them to enact it into a Decree, 
and to regiſter him in the Catalogue of the Gods: 'But the. lofty Se- 
nate diſdaining to be inſtrufted in a Buſmeſs which concerned the Ex- 
erciſe of their own Power, . rejected Ceſar s Motion, and would not 
place our Saviour in their Feſtival Calendar, becauſe they had not firft 
approy'd the Matter, before the Emperor perſwaded them to it. This 
you may ſay was a brick Maintenance of Priviledge againſt the Tor- 
rent of Prerogative ; and I muſt 1 confeſs admit it, but in a Senfe 
that takes away the Authority, not only from the Perſon, but from 
the Doctrine of our Saviour, and ſeems to render unto. the People 
the things which are Cafar's, and unto Sathan the things which are 
Gods : and I : hope the Example will have no tolerable Sway in 
the Chriſtian World. 

Ir is our Comfort that the Engly/h Parliament (though they have a 
juſt Prerence to a great Power, in conjunction with their Prince) do 
not affect ſuch an unſeaſonabie Grandeur which would diſappoint 
. tke Succefs of his Majeſties Piety, So that what Monficur Talon ſpeaks 

in 
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in Flattery of the aſpiring. Lewis, we may conclude -molt true. of 
King Wiliam ; that to our Auguſt Monarch nothing is. impoſſible, 
eſpecially when he endeavors the Interſts of Heaven: - I am ſue hiv 
Favor to the Biſhops will not lead him out of the way thither. - 

The Kings of England (and this the expreſs Words of their Coro- 
nation Oath contain) are inveſted with a Power to execute Juſtice in 


| Merey, and as they carry an High Court of Chancery in their Breaſte, 


ſo may they by their indulgent Grace, and eſpecial Favor, abate ſome 
rigorous . Extremities of the Law. This has ever been one of the 
Flowers of their Prerogative, to which no others can pretend, and 
it is as truly annext to their Crown, as the Royal Dignity to their 
Perſons. "This Power hath been often exerted by them in a various 
manner, when the Neceſſities of State, or their own Royal Pleaſure 
required-it ; but it is then reader'd more conſpicuous, when it is pub. 
liſhed for the common Benefit and Security of the Nation, and does, 
in order to the quicting the Minds of the Subje&ts, diſpenſe with the 
Frailties, Errors, and Miſcarriages of the People. Such an impor- 
tant Grant. of Clemency is capable of a twofold Management : for 
when the Prince doth deſign a general Amneſty, he ſometimes iſſues 
forth- his gracious Declaration of Free Pardon ; or, if he Judges it 
more neceſlary and expedient, or more agreeable to ſome weighty 
Circumſtances, he recommends the Aﬀair to the Conſideration of his. 
Parliament, which in moſt ſubmiſſive Terms doth either propoſe a'Bill 
to his Royal Aﬀent, or elſe receives a Draught of Pardon from him 
with ſuch Ceremony as is expreffive of their Gratitude. This latter 
Method hath becn uſed by his preſent Majeſty, and by the whole Pro- 
ceeding our Adverſaries may be foon convinced what an Authority the 
Sovereign bearsin the two Houſes. For when ſome Lords, who were 
excepted inthe Act of Grace,did move in Parliament that they mighe 
be heard by their Council; in order to give their Reaſons 'why they 
ſhould partake of the Benefit of the-AR,” their Motion was not ap- 
prov'd, nor was their Requeſt allow'd them. I muſt not preſume to - 
render the Reaſons. which prevailed with- the Honorable Houſe to 
diſmifs rheir Petition, having not had the-Oportunity to examine the 
Records ; but _I ſuppoſe, from the Information 1- have caſually re- 
ceived from judicious Perſons, that thoſe Noble Peers did not petition 
in the regular, dire and cuſtomary Order : for his Majeſty (who 
beſt underſtood his nm—_ ſent down his Pardon to rhe
